No efforts could. wholly drive 
them back. 

A Herald's cable dispatch from Tours, on 
the Sth, says the result of the fighting before 
Orleans and Tours, nt Chapell, on Saturday 
afternoon, has not been obtained, 

A Tribune epecial from Pesth says: The 
Austrian and Russian position gives assur- 
ances that all stipniations of the Paris treaty 
concerning Fresden, of the Danube, will be 
maintained, and the discussion at the London 
Conference will be confined to the neutrality 
of the Euxine, m 

Havax Nov, 6—6 p. m.—All communica- 
tions with the interior of France are severed. 

The Tribune's correspondent writes from 
Versailles on the ist, that the German loss in 
the sorties at Stearns was inconsiderable. 
At Epernay, the French made « rush at 3 p. 
m. and surprised a battalion of the 71st regi- 
ment, under a heavy fire from Briche. The 
French simultaneously burst out from Fort 
St. Dennis, and again the boat coming down 
the stream swept the banks clear of the Ger 
man forcgs aud landed a force at Epernay. 
The Germans sent the whole of the 15th 
brigade, 71st and 31st regiments, six battal- 
ions in all, to take the villages. This force 
advanced, aud the French were driven out io 
two hours. ‘the Germans lost 100 men and 
130 officers.

In reference to the Alabama Question the 
President: I regret that no conclusions have 
been reached for adjustment of claims against 
Great Britain growing out of that Govern- 
ment’s course during the Rebellion. The 
Cabinet of London, so far as its views have 
been expresed, does not appear to be willing 
to concede that her Majesty’s Government 
was guilty of neglect, or did any act duriog 
the war by which the United States has = 
cause of complaint. Our firm and uoalter- 
able convictions are just the reverse. I there 
fore recommend to Oongress to authorize 
the appointment of Commissioners to take 
proof of amounts and ownership of vessels, 
and their claims, and that authority be 
given for a settlement of those claims by the 
United States, so the Government shall have 
ownership of those private claims as well as 
responsible control of all demands against 
Great Britain. 

Whenever Her Majesty's Government shall 
entertain a desire for a full and friendly ad- 
justment of these claims, the United States 


|'will enter apon consideration, with an ear- 


nest desire fur a conclusion consistent with 
the honor and dignity of both nations.
